' Cause Of Prison Riots 


The American Prison Association recently 
released a report which terms prison riots 
“costly and dramatic symptoms of a faulty 
prison administration.” 

Noting the “unprecedented number of 
outbursts of mass violence and mutinous be- 
havior’ in our prisons in the last three years, 
the report concludes that “. .. the underlying 
cause of poor prison administration stems 
from a lack of public understanding of the 
problems and from a consequent reluctance 
to provide adequate financial support and to 
keep politics out of management,” 

The report’s conclusion is that riots are 
usually the result of neglect of correctional 
and penal institutions, which sometimes 
reaches the proportion of criminal negligence. 
It expresses the opinion that the immediate 
issue which usually causes a prison riot is 
only a symptom of basic faults of policy. 

Because we haven’t had any prison riots 
in Alberta, it would seem that perhaps prison 
conditions in this country are a lot better than 
those south of the border. It is generally 
conceded that politics have little or no part in 
the carrying out of Canadian justice. 

However, it should be a warning to: us, 
this prison-riot condition that exists in the 
United States, to check up and be sure our 
own house is in order. The modern concept of 
prison life is that it should reform and re- 
habilitate the wrong-doer and not be inflicted 
just as a punishment to make him embittered 
for life.

Good Business Seen 


Dr. Arthur M. Weimer, dean of the School 
of Business of-Indiana University, recently 
told a group of savings and loan officials that 
it now appears that business will continue 
good throughout 1953. 

Dr. Weimer admitted that the economy 
was now experiencing weak spots here and 
there but he predicted that a high level busi- 
ness activity would continue throughout the 
year. Weimer believes higher interest rates 
on.GI and FHA loans have given an impetus 
to home-building and that building this year 
will equal or exceed the volume of 1952. He 
also notes an unsually high rate of personal 
savings in the early months of 1953 and a high 
rate of business spending for equipment and 
new space. 

The Indiana University School of Business 
dean does not expect business “activity to 
move sharply in either direction in the near 
future. He says farmers are being pinched by 
lower prices received and high costs, which 
have not come down proportionately with 
prices received, and that they may continue 
to feel negative results from this squeeze. He 
does not expect the pinch to develop into a de- 
pression, however. 


The ‘Snowmen’ : 


In all the fanfare and excitement over 
the scaling of Mount Everest recently by a 
New Zealand beekeeper and an Indian guide, 
little mention was made of the ‘abominable 
Snowmen” who are supposed in inhabit the 
slopes of the world’s highest mountain. The 
snowmen have long been reported on+the 
heights of Everest and climbers in years past 
have returned with varying evidence as to 
their existence. 

Edmund P. Hillary, the Auckland bee- 
keeper who is one of two men who have 
looked down from the top of Everest, was 
convinced of the existence of the snowmen 
before he left on the recent Everest expedi- 
tion. He is reported to have said he saw 
photographs of footprints of the creatures 
brought back from the slopes of Everest by 
former climbers. 

In fact, Hillary was said to have had two 
goals in life—the scaling of Everest and the 

. capture of one of these snowmen. Now we 
hear that Hillary is going back to the Hima- 
Jayas. Maybe he’ll accomplish his goal this 
time. He can have a lot of fun looking, 
anyhow.

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Best Brains At Stake 


By Dr. H. E. Smith, Dean, Faculty of Education 

Some say the Composite School will destroy the 
best brains in our society. Others say it is the 
only democratic and proper answer to the demand 
for universal high school education. Possibly in 
this case both points of view may be true. It may 
be that you can't at the same time stimulate the 
best brains and satisfy mediocre talent in a com- 
mon high school. If the curriculum must be 
watered down to the level of the average student, 
obviously the brighter minds will suffer. On the 
contrary, if adolescent youth were segregated on 
basis of mental capacity into schools of different 
types, what then would become of the honored 
principle of equality? ‘We seem to be faced with 
a hard dilemma. 


The secondary schools of England are of three 
rather clearly differentiated types. The Grammar 
School takes at the age of twelve, and on the basis 
of sharply cutting tests, the academically minded 
and the brightest pupils. These are set on the road 
to University and other institutions of the most 
advanced training. 


The Junior Technical School is open to twelve- 
year-olds with a bent for manual arts. Many of 


sixteen, and some will go forward to various insti- 
tutions of somewhat specialized training in voca- 
tional fields. 


The third type, the Modern School, will receive 
the great mass of twelve-year-olds and give them 
educational opportunities similar to those offered 
in our composite schools. But few can expect ad- 
mission to universities because the program lack® 
rigor and intensity. Many of the critics of: our 
own composite school contend that it also lacks 
rigor and intensity. The bright pupils, they assert, 
have not been challenged, have never been pressed 
to discover their powers, have learned to be satis- 
fied with only their second or third best. 


Our Canadian universities are Saying this, too. 
But can the English system be. squared with our 
conception of democracy ? 
submit to a segregation of their children 
institutions of contracting level? 
present seems to be “no”. 
is itself the answer. 


This is but one of many basic problems in Cana- 
dian education. The field needs not only many 
teachers for the everyday work of the schools. It 
needs also many teachers and many citizens will- 
ing to tackle basic issues in education? Here at 
least is one challenge to our best brains.

Heavy Rains Mixed Blessings 


In the Prairie Provinces the heavy rains 
of late have held up seeding operations, par- 
ticularly in the southern districts, It is esti- 
mated that five to 20 per cent of the wheat 
acreage still remains to be sown, and in view 
of the lateness of the season it is expected 
that some of this acreage will be planted to 
coarse grains and some will go to summer- 
fallow. Weeds are a serious problem in some 
areas. but in general the crops are in good 
condition. 

In North Central States, U.S.A., planting 
of the spring wheat crop is near completion. 
Only in parts of North Dakota and Montana 
does any appreciable acreage remain to be 
planted. Moisture conditions are ample in 
all sections of the spring wheat region, and 
the outlook is bright in spite of lateness. 


Dumb Girls Best Wives? 


Dr, Mary Macaulay, a British marriage: 
counsellor, told the National Marriage Guid- 
ance Council in England recently that dumb 
girls sometimes make the best wives. Dr. 
Macaulay cautions against the intellectual 
wife, or one who reads too many books. 


_ The girl whose only ambition is to be a 
wife and mother, and who does what comes 
naturally, and occasionally blows off some 
steam, has an excellent outlook for success in 
marrage, according to Dr. Macaulay. But 
the girl with a graduate school degree--the 
intellectual type—has a poor outlook! Part 
of the reason for this, according to the Brit- 
ish expert, is that people good with their 
minds are often not good with their emotions. 

That’s what the feminine counsellor says, 
and the group to which she spoke (composed 
of some hundred educated women) is re- 
ported to have applauded her words loudly. 
There may be more to the “dumb blonde” 
than meets the eye.

Old age security for those over 70 
years of age, now paid entirely by. 
the federal government is costing 
$334,916,000 a year. The 50 per

Damege by waterfowl in the 


Prairie Provinces has. greatly i: 
creased in the last few year's, 
in some areas farmers have suffer- 


ed losses as high as 50 per cent 
in some field, and losses of 5 
per cent to 10 ner cent are not 
uncommon. Many of our. ciiy 
sportsmen who are anxious to in- 
crease the duck population, ure 


either unaware or doen't care about 
the heavy losses of the farmers in 
these areas. 

During the 1920’s, the duck popu- 
lation decreased rapidiy, and for 
a time it looked as if they might 
become extinct like the passeng 


pigecns. During those years, I 
have known many farmers who 
plowed around ducks’ nests, shot 
crows and magpies and encour- 
aged the children to rob. their 


nests, They are now beginning to 
wonder if they made a mistake, 
since the duck population has 
creased to such @n extent that th=s 
are becoming. a menace in many 
districts. Fortunately, while 
duck population has been increas-| 
ing, we have had a cycle of gos 1 
crops. 

Some of the most fantastic de-, 
vices for scaring ducks have been) 
by some of our city | 
sportsmen and long-haired conser- 
vationists. Most of these are both 
complicated, costly and unwork- 
able unless you are going to call 
in the Army and Navy to operate 
them. I quote cne of the simpler 
ones recommended: 

“In combatting depredations <f, 
migratory. waterfowl.in swathed cr 
stooked fields 9f small grain, there 
are various types of devices which 
have. proved to be quite. effective. | 
One of the most.easily constructed 
of these is the ordinary scarecrow. ' 
The scarecrow should be. erected 
or placed in the field as soon as 
swathing or stooking operations 
begin. If this device is used it is’ 
absolutely necessary that several 
scarecrows be erected and well) 
distributed throughout the field. 
It is recommended that net ‘!ess, 
than ten scarecrows per 160 acre: 
be erected to secure maximum 
benefits. It is extremely impor- 
tant that the field be closely wateci- 
ed both at dayLreak and dusk to 
determine when or if waterfow™” 
attempt to feed in the field in 
question. If depredaticn treuble is 
expected a scaring permit should 
be obtained well in advance »f 
harvestirg operations. At the first 
indication of waterfowl! attemoptirs , 
to feed in the field, dispersal or 
frightening operations should starc 
a: authorized by the permit, and 
preferably adjacent to or in close

| Stem Rust—Will It Come in 19532, 

All the evidence available at this 
time indicates that stem rust, and 
more particularly Race 15 B of wheat 
stem rust, is not likely to offer a seri- 
ous threat: to Western Canadian 
grain erops in 1953. 

Less Rust in the South. So far this 
spring, weather conditions through- 
out the wititer- wheat belt -of the 
United States, especially in” the 
Lower Mississippi Vallev, have been 
extremely unfavorable for rust de- 
velopment. Latest official reports 
indicate the presence of only a very 
light trace of rust in Texas, where 
wheat stem rust survives the winter 
months. Furthermore, owing to pro-

longed drought conditions, wheat 
crops in Texas and Oklahoma are 
patchy, light and developing rapidly, 


These conditions, by preventing any 


serious “build-up ‘e vf rust in the 
South this Spring, will greatly re- 
duce the chances of many rust 


spores being blown northward into 
Manitoba, and therefore of heavy 
rust damage oecurring in the Prairie 
Provinces. Predictions are, olf 
course, always risky, but the best 
information available certainly 
gests that there will be less damage 
from Race 15 B of stem rust in 
Weatern Canada this year than in 
1952.
